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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "housing", "structural component 
as an encapsulation layer" and the "winding is integrated into the housing" must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate 
figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining 
figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the 
several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary 
to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the 
filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or 
"New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as —Prior Art— because only that which 
is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheef ' in the page header (as per 37 CFR 
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1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted 
by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. There is no written description of structural component forming "a housing 
of the ignition coil" and "primary winding being integrated into the housing; primary winding is not 
wound onto outer circumference of the bobbin". It is not clear if encapsulation and housing are the 
same structure. Applicant needs to clarify. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. 
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In claim 1, is limitation "a structural component" in lines 6-7 the same? What is 
antecedent basis for "structural component" in line 8? It is not clear how the primary winding 
being integrated with the housing, since the housing is not illustrated shown? Is "structural 
component 11" shown in the drawings? It is not clear if encapsulation and housing both are the 
same structure. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over figure 1 of 

prior art admitted by applicant in view of Nakabayashi et al. [EP 1 026 394 A2]. 

The prior art, figure 1, discloses a bobbin 3, a primary winding 7, a secondary winding 4; 

and an insulator 5 radially separating the primary and secondary windings from each other, 

wherein the primary winding is cast as a structural component in a cylindrical ring element, 

The structural component forming a housing of the ignition coil [figure 1; specification page 3, 

first paragraph]. 

Figure 1 of prior art admitted by applicant discloses the claimed invention except for the 
primary winding being integrated into the housing. 

Nakabayashi et al., however, discloses the primary winding being integrated into the 
housing such that the primary winding is not wound onto an outer circumference of the bobbin 
[figure 5]. 
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Because figure 1 of prior art and Nakabayashi are both from the same field of endeavor, 
the primary winding being integrated into the housing 8 as disclosed by Nakabayashi would 
have been recognized as an art pertinent art of figure 1 of prior art 

It would have been obvious, therefore, at the time the invention was made to a person 
having skill in the art to construct the winding integrated into the housing as disclosed by 
Nakabayashi with the ignition coil as disclosed by figure 1 of prior art for the purpose of 
reducing the stress between primary and secondary coil [see abstract]. 

Regarding limitation "formed by an extrusion procedure ,, / it has been considered but 
not given any patentable weight because it is product by process claim. It is well settled that the 
presence of process limitations in product claims, which product does not otherwise distinguish 
over the prior art, cannot impart patentability to that product. In re Johnson, 157 USPQ 670, 1968 

With respect to claim 3, Nakabayashi shows the structural component 8 is used as an 
encapsulation of the coil [figure 5].

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
